I understand that the Radio Shack Speaker-Microphone fits both the HTX-202, 
the Icom IC-2AT and some Yaesu handhelds. I suggest you assume yours is in 
this category, and procede with installation for an IC-2AT. As I recall, 
it was a matter of just plugging in the cables that came with the HK-21. 


When you get it working, I assume you know that deviation is set with a 
small potentiometer inside the HK-21. Mine worked without adjusting that, 
although I did touch it up later. 


You will find that the HK-21 generates a lot of hash, since it has no 
shielding at all. It seems to have a harmonic from one of its oscillators, 
that falls near 145.01 MHz. The only way to hear weaker stations is to use 
an outside antenna, or at least increase the distance between the 
HK-21/computer and the handheld as much as possible.

I am having problems with getting GRI NOS (version 2.0m) working 

with my local AX25 bbs. From the manual I gather that it is possible 
to have NOS automatically forward specified mail to an AX25 bbs using 

a /spool/forward.bbs file. As far as I can see I have set this up 
correctly but am unsure on how to proceed. My /spool/forward.bbs looks 
something like this, 


gb7abc 
connect 2m gb7abc 
gb7abc 


Where gb7abc is my local bbs and gb7abc,giabc and g7def are people who I 
want mail to be sent to this bbs. When I try to send mail to giabc it 
simply takes this as a local user and mails the message locally. If I 
specify to send the mail to glabc@gb7abc SMTP says that it doesn't know 


who gb7abc is (or something like that). So the questions are basically 
is the above correct ? If it is how do I use it ?. 


Whilst on the subject, I know it is also somehow possible for an AX25 

bbs mailbox to send mail to your NOS box. Presumably this relies 

heavily on the ax25 mbox being able to send messages in a sensible manner. 
Does anyone have any experience of this ? How well does it work and does 
anyone know if it is possible to do this with an FBB ax25 mbox ?

Calls the news reader to read articles in the specified 
newsgroup. Optionally, the first and last article in that 
group to be read may be specified. Index files are updated 
automatically after finishing the session. 


nntp post 


Calls the interactive news posting program. This then prompts 
for all header information and provides a simple line based 
editor to compose the message in. On exiting, the article is 
posted to the newsgroup and all index files are updated 
automatically.
